Five Terrib le Seco nd s: Difference Between Life, Dea th fo r J FK 


NEW YORK CAP) - “ Five 
terrible 
seconds” 
may 
have 
spelled the difference between 
life or death for President John 
F. Kennedy after hs was first 
wounded, 
William 
Manchester 
suggests in 
his 
book, 
“ The 
death of a President.” 
This is the estim ated elapsed 
time between the first and sec­ 
ond bullets that struck Kennedy. 
Referring to the Secret Serv­ 
ice agents riding in the front 
seat of the presidential car in 
that awful moment, Manchester 
wrote: 
Agents Immobilized 
“ They were in a position to 
take evasive action after the 
first shot, but for five terrible 
seconds, 
they 
were 
immobil­ 
ized.” 
The first bullet, piercing Ken­ 
nedy's ncc-k and throat, was not 
fatal, the author wrote. But the 


second 
inflicted 
a 
massive 
wound on the right side of his 
skull, sealing his 
fate. 
The 
second 
installm ent 
of 
Look magazine’s four-part seri­ 
alization of M anchester’s book, 
due on the newsstands Wednes­ 
day, relates the events of the 
day of the assassination, Nov. 
22, 1963. 
When the first shot cracked, 
M anchester wrote, “ the White 
House 
detail 
was 
confused.” 
Agents thought the sound came 
from a firecracker, or a police 
motorcycle backfire. 
Agent Roy Kellerman, in the 
front seat, thought he heard the 
President say, “ My God, I'm 
hit,” and turned to look at him. 
Agent William R. Greer, the 
driver, also glanced backward. 
“ Neither had yet reacted to 
the crisis,” M anchester wrote. 
Kennedy 
was 
clutching 
his 


1 throat but he was not grim ac­ 
ing. M anchester described his 
expression as “quizzical.” Mrs. 
Kennedy had often seen that 
expression. Like the others in 
, the car, she seemed unaware 
that

husband 
had 
been 
wounded. 
Then the second bullet struck 
him. Manchester wrote — 
“ Now in a gesture of infinite 
grace, he raised his right hand 
as though to brush back his tou­ 
sled chestnut hair. But the mo­ 
tion faltered. The hand fell back 
limply. He had been reaching 
for the top of his head. But it 
w asn't there any m ore.” 
At about that same instant, 
Agent Rufus Youngblood vault­ 
ed into the rear seat of Vice 
President 
Johnson’s 
car, 
snapped, “ get down,” and cov­ 
ered Johnson's body with his 
own.

Lee Harv ey Oswald 
In this section of his book, 
M anchester leaves no doubt that 
he believes Lee Harvey Oswald 
killed Kennedy and had no ac­ 
complices in any organized con­ 
spiracy. 
The author thus agrees with 
the findings of the W arren com­ 
mission. It says Oswald acted 
alone. 
Critics of the W arren report, 
however, 
have 
advanced 
the 
theory in numerous books — 
some of them lucrative — that 
the bullets cam e from two di­ 
rections, 
not 
just 
the 
Texas 
! School Book Depository Build­ 
ing, where Oswald worked.

dy’s body. He says he did not 
see this m aterial but that he 
interviewed three persons “ with 
special qualifications” who ex­ 


amined it before it was sealed 
in the national archives. 
Second Installment 
“None of them knew’ the other 
two, but all three gave identical 
accounts of what they had seen 
in the photographs and X-rays,” 
Manchester wrote.The evidence 
is 
“ overwhelming,” 
he 
says, 
that the first bullet struck Ken­ 
nedy in the lower neck exited 
from his throat, and then struck 
Gov. John B. Connallv Jr. of 
Texas, who was riding in the 
jump seat in front of Kennedy. 
The second installment also 
reports:

prescience,

about 
being assassinated on the m orn­ 
ing of the day he died. He told 
Mrs. Kennedy an assassin in the 
crowd at Fort Worth the pre­

He quotes O'Donnell as 
adding, “The President and I 
had no conversation regarding 


Air Force One. If we had known 
that he was going on Air Force 
One, we would have taken Air 
Force Two. One plane was just 
like another.”

NEWSROOM NOTES - The 
United States should consider cut­ 
ting foreign military expenditures 
not related to the Vietnam con­ 
flict as a means of reducing the 
country's balance of payments 
deficit, according to The Morgan 
Guaranty Survey, published to­ 
day. 
An article in the survey chal­ 
leng es the v iew, which it say s 
k being emphasized by g o v ern­ 
ment o fficials, that the o nly 
thing wro ng with the U.S. bal­ 
ance o f pay ments Is the war 
In Vietnam. “ The implicatio n 
M*ems to be.” the article say s, 
“ that 
actual 
balance-o f-pay . 
ments 
equilibrium 
has 
been 
o nly tempo rarily dela>o d.” 
The bank publication continues: 
“ One of the shortcomings of this 
view is that there is nothing at 
the moment that looks very short 
lived 
or 
transient 
about 
U.S. 
foreign-exchange expenditures in 
Southeast Asia.” In fact, the ar­ 
ticle says, 
heavy 
expenditures 
are likely to continue even after 
hostilities cease, for su^h pur­ 
poses as military occupation and 
the sponsorship of rehabilitation 
programs. 
The artielp favors a limiting 
by the U.S. of the extent of its 
military’ expenditures in Europe 
“over and above the total of com­ 
pensating purchases of military 
equipment that European coun­ 
tries make here.” It notes that 
the gap. which amounted to some 
$7.10 million during the first three 
quarters cf 1966, is “ increasingly 
hard to justify in the light of 
Europe’s general affluence and 
its evident capability of shoulder­ 
ing an increased nart of the com­ 
mon bur<l°n of Western defense.” 
Commonly quoted 
summary 
figures do not fully reveal the 
extent of the payments gap, 
according to the survey. The 
figures are reduced bv several 
factors, it notes, chief among 
them debt prepayments 
to the 
U. S. by foreign governments 
and the funneling by several 
foreign central banks and inter­ 
national organizations of newly

AP Special Co rrespo ndent 
The 4 00-y ear-old ghost of Hai 
Ju i retu rned to hau nt Mao Tse- 
tu ng and frightened him into 
lau nching the gigantic stru ggle 
that 
grip s 
Commu nist 
China 
today . 


The confu sing and dangerou s 
u p heav al is traced by Chinese in 
the West to Ju ne 1959, and the 
p u blication of an essay called 
“ Hai Ju i’s Scolding of the E m ­ 
p eror,” made into a p lay two 
y ears later with the title of “ Hai 
Ju i's Dismissal.” 


When the essay and p lay ap ­ 
p eared, say s Dr. C.Y. Cheng, 
head of the Univ ersity of Michi­ 
gan 
Dep artm ent 
of 
Chinese 
Stu dies, ev ery Chinese intellec­ 
tu al and many nonintellectu als 
immediately 
recognized 
the 
sy mbolism. 
Hai Ju i, in the Chinese mind, 
stands 
for 
righteou sness 
and 
ju stice. In this case, he stood for 
Peng Teh-hu ai, whom Mao dis­ 
missed as defense m inister be­ 
cau se Peng op p osed the “ great 
leap 
forw ard” 
lau nched 
in 
March 1958. 
The “ leap ” was su p p osed to 
transform 
China 
within 
three 
y ears into a mighty economic 
p ower — by regimenting the 
half-billion 
p easants 
in 
“ p eo­ 
p le's commu nes” and by p u tting 
u rban work ers into millions of 
back y ard smelters. The “ leap ” 
was headed for debacle ev en in 
its early stages. 
The au thor o f the essay and 
p lay was Wu Han, dep u ty m ay ­ 
or of Pek ing and 
right-hand 
man to the p owerfu l may or and 
Politbu ro member, Peng Chen, 
who was considered then an ou t­ 
standing contender for 
Mao 's 
mantle. 
The 
work 
was 
a 
p rotest 
against Mao. Ev en as far back 
as 1958, the big stru ggle had 
begu n. Mao's p osition had been 
considerably weak ened late that 
y ear by op p osition to his p oli­ 
cies, His op p onents inclu ded his 
old comrade-in-arms, long an 
heir ap p arent. Liu Shao-chi. 
It now dev elop s, from what is 
being disclosed in the internal 
p rop aganda war in Pek ing, that 
Mao was shov ed aside as chair­ 
man of gov ernment, the eq u iv a­ 
lent of p resident, and retained 
only 
his 
p arty chairmanship . 
Liu took the p residency . To­ 
day 's Red Gu ards wall newsp a­ 
p ers claim Mao left the job 
against his will. Dr. Cheng say s 
that p robably is correct. 
This is not the first p ower 


strug g le in China, no r by any 
means the first big purg e. 
In February 1 956, Nikita S. 
Khrushchev , in a secret speech 
to the So v iet Co mmunist party ’s 
2 0th co ng ress, destro y ed the le­ 
g end o f a Stalin three y ears 
dead, po rtray ed him as a blo o d­ 
thirsty mo nster and blunderer. 
Mao had no particular lo v e 
fo r Stalin. He had clashed with 
the 
So v iet 
dictato r 
sev eral 
times. Stalin tried to impede 
and slo w do wn Mao ’s rev o lutio n 
to bring it under So v iet co ntro l, 
and Mao , in turn, purg ed and 
to ssed o ut pro -Stalin elements. 
But all the ev idence sug g ests 
Mao did no t like the precedent 
being set in Mo sco w. It mig ht 
so me day apply to Mao in the 
same way . 
Dictato rs hav e a 
tendency in their waning y ears 
to want to make g o ds o f them- 
!selv es. 
! 
China no w was entering a cri­ 
tical perio d in its relatio ns with 
the So v iet Unio n. Khrushchev , 
| in October 1957 , had p romised 
'M ao a p rototy p e samp le of the 
atom bomb and data on how to 
m anu factu re it. Bu t he dragged 
his feet. In Nov ember 1957 , Mao 
and Marshal Peng, his defense 
minister, trav eled to Moscow to 
p rod 
Khru shchev . 
It 
became 


clear 
the 
Sov iet 
chief 
had 
changed his mind. Mao was 
fu riou s. 


Defense Minister Peng, who 
had loy ally su p p orted Mao at 
critical moments, ev idently op ­ 
p osed the idea of getting into a 
v erbal 
Donny brook 
with 
the 
Ru ssians. As a p rofessional sol­ 
dier, he saw the U S S R . as the 
only sou rce of wherewithal for 
China’s ascent to the statu s of 
m ajor world p ower.

! ist. Marshal Lin Piao. In April 
1959, Mao fired Peng as defense 
minister and ap p ointed Lin in 
his p lace.
